In the columns of the North West 
Territories Gazette and The Calgary 
Weekly Herald may be seen the public 
notice of application for the grant of 
charter of incorporation on behalf of 
the “Inter-Western Pacific Indus- 
trial Exhibition Company (Limited).” 
This ambitious title bestowed on what 
will be more popularly known as the 
Calgary Exhibition Company is sym- 
dolical of the ambition and determina- 
Von of the promotera to make the mid- 
summer exhibitions held here the 
most prominent, attractive and educa- 
tional of their kind between Winnipeg 
and the coast, The title ‘Inter- 
Western Pacific’ was probably sug- 
Gested by the fact that Calgary is 
centrally situated between the re- 
apective headquarters of the ‘‘Wes- 
tern” Exhibition Association, of Win- 
hipeg, and the “Pacific Exhibition As- 
as clation at the coast. The proposed 
absorption of up-country fairs by the 
company has not been regarded with 
quite so favorable an eye as was an- 
ticipated, though there is little doubt 
but what breeders from a distance, if 
they have anything specially worthy 
of exhibition, will not only attend 
their own local shows but patronize 
the big Central Fair at Calgary 
besides.

We have 
the assurance cf the Dominion  sur- 
veyors Uiat one ditch alone, taken 
from the Bow River, would accom- 
olish this, A vast area could be 
teached by branches from this ditch, 
The eastern portion of this beiit p.e- 
evsses a lighter soil thai, most of our 
western prairies and is said to be 
capable of raising a quality of wheat 
much simflar\to that raised in Mani- 
toba, It ts exactly the soil that lends 


itself to ifrigation with good results 
in the raising of all kinds of grain 
and grasses. One advantage Im that 
right through thie belt runs the Can- 


adian Pacific railway, and were a 
complete system of irrigation to be 
undertaken, the land would be snapped 
up by settlers, new towns would 
spring up, Calgary would be benefitted, 
immigration work would be made 
easier, and we would not have to go 
on suffering the 
seeing thousands of settlers passing 
our very door and adding to the ma- 
terial weath and prosperity ~ of our 
neighbors up north. If the Dominion 
government cannot interest itself in 
this great work of reclaiming these 
lands, the sooner we become a prov- 
ince with full provincial 
Dowers the better. There is a fine 
example of the benefits that accrue 
trom a work of this kind in Laramie 
county, Wyoming. Thousands upon 
thousands of acres of arid land were 
reclaimed by the famous Sabille 
ditch, which had no sooner been com- 
pleted than there was a rush of Bet- 
tlers into that country from many 
eastern states that bore more resem- 
blance to a gold rush than a land 
rush. Cheyenne immediately felt the 
food results in its quick strides back 
to prosperity which it had at that time 
lost owing to hard times amongst the 
big cattle kings. In the same way 
will Calgary go forward by leaps and 
bounds, and we shall no more have 
to bear the slings and arrows of Dr. 
Patrick’s snéers at the prosperity of 
this town beine dependent on the C. 
Pr. R. shops. This is a matter indeed 
worthy of the most aggressive and 
systematic agitation.

The 
water supply will be taken from the 
St Mary's river at a point near tie 
mountains and six mi.es north of the 
international boundary. The St.Mary's 
ise a strong and swift flowing stream 
capable of supplying sufficient force 
and volume otwater to make the 
canal iteelf a good sized stream. 
ditch will open up and make avail- 
able for agricultural purposes an en- 
ormous tract of land which has hith- 
erto been practically of no vaiue. The 
Irrigation company, which is compos- 
ed of members of the Mormon colony 
at Cardston, proposes to construct ths 
work by BRormo nlabor, and it is said 
that no less than 40600 Mormons are 
coming in from Utrh for the purpose, 
The workers will be rewarded for 
their service with grants of land in 
the area to be Irrigated by the ditch 


a fact which should be a great in 
ducement to intending settlers, 
The action of the town of Leth- 
bridge in granting -a bonus of 


$30,000 to the company will be gen- 
erally approved, Construction of this 
ditch in the district tributary to the 
town means to Lethbridge all the dif- 
ference between rapid progress and 
stolid stagnation, and i! is safe to say 
that in the near future the tax pavers 
whose vote on the bylaw was prac- 
tically unanimous wil find this $30,000 
an extremely profitable investment.

BENNETT ASKS QUESTIONS 


Haultain Gives Som: Liplomatic 
Replies The Language Ques 
tion — Bennett Makes au Ex- 
planation —The Deaf and Dumb 


From Our Special Representative 


Regina, April 10.—At the Assembly 
today Mr. McCauley presented a pe- 
tition for and a petition against the 
facorporation of the town of Minto 
and also a petition for the Incorpor- 
ation of the Edmonton club. 

Mr, Rosenroll presented a petition 
in favor of a mofo effective system 
of threshers’ ilens. 

Premier Haultain, replying to Mr. 
McCauley, said that the Territorial 
government had nothing to do with 
and had accepted no responsibility 
jointly with the federal government 
in connexion with the proposed In- 
dian treaty in the unorganized por- 
tions of the Territories. 

Answering the same gentleman in 
regard to the appointment of non- 
resident member or members of the 
executive council, the premier said the 
government could hardly take the 
honorable member into its confidenec 
on such a subject, It was a matter 
of high prerogative. Members were 
choson by the Heutenant-governor,and 
it would be impossible and quite im- 
proper that the government could 
anticipate any choice in regard to 
that body. 

Replying to Mr, McLeod, Premier 
Haultain said that the cost of the 
last Territorial elections was $18,182 
and the cost of reopening the poll 
at Grand Rapids was $1,455. Grand 
Rapids was divided into two polling 
stations by the clerk of the executive 
council in acordance with the powers 
given by the ordinance, 

On the orders of the day being call- 
ed Mr, Bennett rose to a question of 
privilege. In the Free Press report 
of the proceedings of the house it war 
made to appear that he had charged 
the government with putting a de- 
liberate falsehood into the mouth of 
the Heutenant governor. Speaker 
interrupted saying that any «om- 
plaint of that kind must be made by 
having the paper read at the table 
and & motion made that the matter 
be discussed. Mr. Bennett did not 
wish to do that. From the reputation 
of the gentleman who represented 
the Free Press he was quite sure he 
wag Incapable of intentionally creat- 
ing a wrong impression. He would 
quote the exact words he used on 
that occasion: “Words were put in- 
to the mouth of tho lieutenant gover- 
nor that are misleading, inaccurate 
and untrue, inasmuch that no con- 
tract or lease has been signed,” 

On the motion of Premier Haultaip 
the house adjourned, 

TUESDAY'S SESSION 


Regina, April 11.—Legislative As- 
sembly held a short sitting today. 
Premier Haultain stated in reply to 

Mr. McDonald that due provision 
would be made in the .estimates for 
the maintenance of the deaf and 
duub poor of the ‘Verritories.

porations, for bia | land == patents 
have not been granted, 

Mr. Haultain in reply stuted* that 
loca! improvement and school dis- 
tricts had been asked to include al! 
such lands in assessment and roll, 

Mr. Gillis asked if Mae ange =~ had 
Leen sent to school and local improve- 
ment districts to assess all railway 
lands within their limits, and what 
action the government proposed to 
take in respect to collection of taxes 
on such lands 

Mr. Haultain replied that his answer 
to Dr. Patrick covered the first part of 
Mr. Gillis’ question, As to the col- 
lection of the taxes a good deal of 
action had been taken by the govern- 
ment. It had been found that when 
the local improvement overseer, or 
eccretary of school district, had failed 
to collect the taxes a notice from 
headquarters often had the desired 
result, 

Mr, Macleod moved for a return of 
all officials of the government a’ 

iegina. 
e: Macaulay introduced a bill to 
amend the game ordinance. 

Mr. Rosenroll injroduced a bill to 
omend the fence ordizance. 

Mr. Bulyea introduced a bill re 
specting noxious weeds, and a bill 
reauiring the owner of threshing and 
other machines to guard against ac- 
cident. 

On the bill to amend the election 
ordinance coming up for second read- 
ing Mr. Haultain explained its pro- 
visions, Tt was proposed to do away 
with the old manner of issuing a pro- 
clamation substituting a notice in 
every newspaper in the Territories. 
Nominations would take place 12 days 
after the issue of the writ. Three 
days before nomination a preliminary 
division into polling divisions would 
be made After nomination it would 
be open to any person to demand the 
creation of other polling divisions sub- 
Ject to certain restrictions. Doing 
away with the proclamation would 
mean a saving of four or five thou- 
sand dollars, Tt was also provided 
that judges should not be forced to 
reopen any polling division unless 
there was reason to suppose that the 
opening of such division would affect 
the result of the election. 

Mr. Villeneuve said that the changes 
proposed did not fully meet the re- 
quirements of the case, The onus of 
proving his vote rested upon the 
elector, and that should not be. He 
objected to elaborate processes neces- 
sory 'n case of dispute. He thought 
a judge of the supreme court = should 
vettle the whole matter. Tt was a 
hardship that candidates should be 
unable to resign until it was decided 
who was ¢lected, 

The member for St. Albert pointed 
out other objections to the ordinance, 
and moved an amendment seconded by 
Wr. Macdonald that the bill be re- 
ferred to the committee on municipal 
law 

Mr. Haultain pointed out that the 
bill could not be referred to any com- 
mittee until it had passed the second 
reading. He, however, thought that 
it could be better discussed before a 
committee of the whole house and he 
would be glad to accept suggestions 
at that stage.
